passed in the Dail.. Even on. grounds of 
common-sense, and apart from any question 
of status or national sensitiyeness, it was 
not a desirable thing that appeals should be 
admitted outside the Free State.

Mr. Johnson said that it was a question 
of whether they could interpret what the 
law was, or whether there was another 
authority which could decide it.

Captain Redmond asked the Minister 
whether he could provide deputies with a 
report of the case in question, and another 
eas? which had been admitted by the Judicial 
Ccmmittee of the Privy Council.

DELIBERATE STEP. 
Mr. O'Higgins, winding up the debate, 
said:—I hope that this step which has been 
taken, after due deliberation by the Execu- 
tive Council. will be an effective indication 
of the attitude of the Government here, acting 
on behalf of the citizens of the State in this 
matter of the accessibility, let us say, of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council to 
appealing Irish litigants. This may be a bill 
to which an explanatory memorandum would 
be desirable, but to attempt to present to the 
Dail all the facts of the case is a rather con- 
siderable proposition, and one on which 1 
do not think that we should embark. The 
issue is a very clear and very simple one, 
which can be easily set out and easily stated 
in an explanatory memorandum to accompany 
the bill, and I would like to consider with the 
Attorney-General the advisability of attach- 
ing to the bill when circulated to members 
such a brief explanatory memorandum. 
The important thing is that two courts of 
this State, the High Court and the Supreme 
Court, have declared the law to be a par- 
ticular thing. Our advice on the matter is 
that there is no real doubt, no reasonable 
doubt, and that is why I stress the point that 
this bill should not be approached as a bill to 
remove any law. It will set out the law as it 
is, and always has been, will confirm and de- 
clare the law to be as it was found to be by 
the High Court and the Supreme Court of 
this State. gt

MEDICAL BILL. 


MINISTER’S HOPE OF A 
SETTLEMENT. 


The Minister for Local Government, moving 
the second reading of the Medical Bill, 1926, 
said that its object was to continue in opera- 
tion until the 2ist of: August the Medical Act 
of 1925. . 

They had been under the impression that 
the existing arrangement under the Medical 
Acts would have beet continued in force in 
the Saorstat. by the combined operation of 
the Constitution and of the Adaptation of 
Enactments Act, but a positipn arose on the 
other side which made it clear that the con- 
tinuation of status quo could not be counted 
upon in Ireland ‘after the signing of the 
Treaty. . Accordingly, if the rights of the 
students qualifying in Ireland were not to be 
seriously jeopardised, it was necessary to in- 
troduce temporary legislation ‘providing for 
the status guo while the question was under 
review. 

Negotiations ,were going on between the 
parties jnterested—the medical profession, the 
medical schools, the General Medical Council 
andthe two Governments concerned, While 
he was not in a position to say that .the 
matter had been finally settled, he would not 
he unduly optimistic in stating that they hed 
now hit upon a line which would probably 
preserve the existing rights of students 
qualifying in the Free State, without in any 
way derogating from the status oí this coun- 
try under the ‘Treaty. It was, he said, ne- 
cessary, if the whole position of the medical 
profession in, the Free State was not to re- 
turn to chaos, that the Act should be con- 
tinued. 

Sir, James. Craig; supporting. the second 
reading; said that “the “medical: profession 
were extremely anxious that a permanent bill 
should be brought in as early as possible, so 
as to do away with the uncertainty that 
existed, and which was depleting their medi- 
cal schools. A ‘certain amount of anxiety 
existed in the minds of students in their final 
vear lest anything should be done to prevent, 
the bill from, being. passed in time to enable 
them to gett registered. He urged the 
Minister to endeavour to get the bill through 
at the earliest possible time. 

The second reading was passed. The Com- 
mittee stage “will be taken on Wednesday, 
when the Minister will move the suspension 
of Standing Orders, to allow the remaining 
stages to be taken. 


ARMY RUMOURS. 

On the fifth stage of the Defence Forces 
(Temporary Provisions) (No. 2) Bill, | 

Mr. P. Hughes, Minister for Defence, said 
that rumours were in circulation about de- 
mobilisation of officers from the Army, which 
had caused a certain amount oí uneasiness 
and discontent. These rumours cropped up 
from time .to time, and e believed 
that’ they were circulated by some 
person forthe purpose of creating mischief 
and discontent. There was no intention to 
demobilise any officer from the Army, and he 
wished to make that clear to the House and 
to the Army in order to disavow these 
rumours. 

Mr. A. Byrne asked if there was a pro- 
posal to discharge ‘a large number of men, 
and if it was not the fact that a number of 
men were being put out without getting the 
usual month’s pay. y 

The Minister said that no men were being 
demobilised, but men were leaving the Army 
whose period had expired. The men in the 
Army had been warned of the necessity of 
stamping ‘their cards, and if any man had not 
done so that*was his own fault. 

Major Bryan Cooper suggested that the 
ractice might be adopted of allowing a man 
eaving the Army a month or a. fortnight’s 
furlough at the end of his time in which-to 
look about for a position. :

COINAGE BILL. 


' PROFIT OF £624,000 TO THE 
| : STATE. 


Moving the second reading of the Coinage 
Bill, Mr. Blythe said that the purpose was to 
start a separate and distinct coinage for the 
Free State. That action was justifiable on 
many grounds. In the first place it was a 
logical and natural consequence of the setting 
up of the Free State that they should have a 
coinage distinctively bearing the devices of: 
their own country. There was a certain ad- 
vantage also in having control of token 
coinage in the matter of maintaining the 
proper supply of coinage and the su ply of 
the right Easminalions. There was also sub- 
stantial monetary advantage in the issue of 
coinage. 

It -was ebtinoated that the face value of the 
amount of token coinage required for use 
of the people of the Free State. would. be 
about one million pounds. “There was very 
lately in circulation and in possession of the 
banks in silver and so a great, deal more 
than one million po . About a year and 
a half ago there was something like one and a 
half million pounds, ‘but that was undoubtedly 
more t was necessary. 

3 During the boom years a great deal of 
silver came into the country, being required 
because prices were higher and more money 
was circulated. That gradually to a large ex- 
tent went out of circulation, and some of the 
banks had a considerable amount of silver 
coi stored in their vaults not red 
for the use of the country. .He believed that 
recently the banks had taken steps to get rid 
of a considerable amount of the silver coin

The Government’s estimate was that the

CL AHRENCY POSITION N AFFECTED. 


The scope of the bill was confined entirely 
to the token coinage of limited legal tender— 
silver to 40s.,; nickel to 5s., and copper to 
ls. The bill would not im any way affect the 
general currency position. He recognised 
very fully that any change in the present 
currency position would have serious reactions, 
would lead immediately to an exchange 1! usi- 
tion adverse to the Free State,and consequently 
to general unsettlement. Their young State, 
trying to get on its feet economically, would 
be hindered and handicapped by any de- 
parture from the present position, in’ which 
British currency is the real legal tender. 

He had discussed the question of the issue 
of their own token coinage with a great num- 
ber of people—in fact, the bill was discussed 
with more people outside the Government 
than was any other measure introduced for a 
long time. 

Captain Redmond—Did the Ministers con- 
sult any bankers? 

Mr. Blythe—I consulted the bankers as well 
as everyone from whom | could get any infor- 
mation, opinions or views. Having heard 
them all, I am satisfied that no detrimental 
effects whatever are to be anticipated from 
the issue of our own token comage. To 
touch the main currency question would be a 
different thing altogether. 

Mr. A. Byrne—Where will the new coinage 
be legal tender? 

The Minister replied that under the Con- 
stitution they could enact legislation only for 
the area of the Irish Free State. | 

| A RISK. 

Captain Redmond said that, in view of the 
pressing need for legislation in many direc- 
tions, he could not see the necessity for 
urgency in the measure before the House. 
An argument in its favour was the production 
of a profit of £640,000, but they were running 
some risk to produce that profit. There were 
other. ways in which £600 ,000 could be 
secured to the Exchequer without risk. There 
could be savings effected by seducing the 
size and the cost of the Army. 

Last year the Exchequer lost £500,000 be- 
cause of the exorbitant excise duty on Irish 
inmanufactured whiskey. by reducing that 
duty the Exchequer would benefit without 
any risk. . Althgugh the proposal did not 
tamper with the existing currency there would 
be a feeling in the are, S of many unsophisti- 
cated peopie against the new coinage, an un- 
easiness anda certain amount of unrest. There 
had been no-demand for the new coinage. 

He did not know whether the Minister had 
made arrangements for the recognition of the 
comage in Northern Ireland and in Cireat 
Britain. If that were not done great incon- 
vVemence would result in view of the inter- 
course between the ‘two countries, and more 
so with Northern Ireland. He suspected that 
ohe of the reasons for increasing the value of 
the coinage was to have it accepted on the 
other side. 

Major Bryan Cooper 
opinion that there was 
matter. The Committee on Banking which 
was to be set up would necessarily consider 
the question of currency, but now that con- 
sideration would to some extent be limited in 
advance. He dismissed entirely from his mind 
the suggestion that the bill was a gesture to 
the new party led by Deputy Magennis. 
(Laughter. ) 

NOT EXPEDIENT. 

In his opinion the introduction of a new 
coinage was not expedient. In the first place 
it would cause a great deal of inconvenience 
to individuals. Deputies from Monegal com- 
ing to Dublin by train would bave to provide 
themselves with coins current in Northern 
[reland before they could get a cup of tea in 
Derry. In the second place, he was strongly 
against a nickel coinage. His experience of 
nickel coins on the Continent was that they 
were an intolerable nuisance. The nickel six- 
pence might easily be mistaken for the silver 
shilling, and for a long time there would be 
alt sorts of confusion, more especially as the 
lettering on the coins would probably be in 
Irish characters. He was in tho habit of 
carrying his coppers in one pocket and his 
silver in another, but now he would have to 
get another pocket for his nickel coins. 

A DANGEROUS PATH. 

He asked the Minister to state whether 
he had approached the British Government 
on the matter. Once a Government started 
changing the coinage and tampering with 
the currency it began on a path that led to 
national ruin and disaster. To try to get 
money for nothing was very attractive, no 
doubt, but it was hke hunting for the “* crock 
of gold.” It did not benefit them, but set 
them on a wrong path, and that which was 
not produced by their own industry was not 
in the fong run an advantage to the country. 

He urged the Minister seriously to reflect 
before he took the first step on the road 
that France was now treading—absolute 
humiliation—because she could not meet the 
demands of her creditors. 

They might make £600,000 by the change. 
Why should they not make 600 millions by 
creating their own notes? He felt con- 
scientiously bound to oppose any step in that 
direction. Having gone so far the Govern- 
ment should have changed the names of the 
coins and named them after the members of 
the Executive Council. Then they would 
have “a halfpenny Blythe,” “a penny 
Hughes,” “a threepenn O'Sullivan, a:

WITHDRAWAL OF POUND NOTES. 
Mr. Byrne also asked if the Minister had 
communicated with the British Government 
as to the change of coin. The proposed 
change would be a great drawback to the 
travelling ‘public. ‘the life of a coin was 
about thirty years, and, therefore, the incon- 
venience and trouble to the public would not 
be worth what the State would gain by 
the change of token. He would also like 
to know if the Minister had anything in his 
mind concerning the withdrawal of the one 

und and ten shilling currency notes. A 
ew weeks ago the newspapers told them 
that these were to be withdrawn, and if that 
were so he would like to know what the 
Minister proposed to make legal tender for 
those sums. Was it proposed to make legal 
tender of the Bank of England note, or to 
issue notes over the Minister's own name on 
the National Land Banks, or would the Bank 
of Ireland notes be the legal tender? In view 
of the publicity the statement he referred to 
had received they ought to know where they 
stood.

NO PAPER MONEY, . 

President Cosgrave, continúuing, said; that 
criticism of currency would be relevant if it 
were the intention to issue paper+-that> was 
a promise to pay that was only made in’tases 
where there was gold to meet the issue. 

Mr. Hewat—There never was gold to meet 
the paper issue in Great Britain or any other 
country. 

President Cosgrave said that they should 
confine themselves to their own country. Ín 
1914 there were no Treasury notes issued in 
lreland, and the banks could not issue notes 
in excess of ‘their gold reserve. Since 1914 
nations issued currency notes, and did not im- 
pose on themselves the limitations which they 
imposed on banks. That was what affected 
the currency. The Minister for Finance had 
no intention to de that. Consequently there 
ought to be no nervousness. 

Mr. Hewat said that one should look at 
the matter from the point of view of the 
man in the street. The feeling of the country 
was against the change in comage, and there 
was no rejoicing at its contemplation. They 
wished that the Government would leave the 
matter alone. 

The recognition of the coin would depend 
on the people of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, and the people of the Free State 
would not take the cotn until they would be 
forced to do so. 7 

This was more than a token Coinage Bill. 
[t was receding along a certain road and 
would not be accepted so unanimously in 
the country as in that House. 

LABOUR'S APPROVAL. 

Mr. Johnson thought that the case for this 
measure was easily proved. It was his 
opinion that the introduction of a new 
coinage would cause as little disturbance as 
the introduction of the new postage stamps. 

Mr. Mulcahy said that he was disappointed 
that the Minister had not made some attempt 
to introduce the decimal system in some way. 
In a progressive State like theirs they should: 
examine the ground very carefully and see 
whether in making this change they could 
not swing round to a decimal system. 

Mr .Heffernan said that, although there 
might be an initial profit, the replacement of 
the worn-out coins would become an annual 
loss to the State. The British was the only 
currency in Europe that had not depreciated. 
, President Cosgrave said that that was not 
so. for the Spanish currency had not depre- 
ciated. 

Professor Thrift said that he did not at- 
tach much importance to the bill, when it 
had been made clear by the Minister that 
there was going to be no interference with 
the general currency position and that the 
proposal was not the thin end of the wedge 
in that direction. He thought, however, that 
the Dail should have had more time to con- 
sider the change. There would be some 
confusion in the beginning, and to lessen that 
he would suggest that there should be some 
marked distinction between the silver and the 
nickel coin. 

MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Mr. Blythe, summing up. first of all dealt 
with the question of the introduction of a 
decimal coinage, which had been consigered 
very earefully.. In view of the inconvenience 
and the apprehensions that .would arise in 
certain quarters it was decided not to deal 
“ith the decimalising of the coinage at the 
present time. If it was decided to do so at 
some future date the cost of replacing their 
own coinage by a decimal coinage would be 
very small. In reply to Deputy Heffernan, 
he said that the replacing of worn-out coins 
would not be a loss, but a small profit of 
from £5,000 to £10.000 annnallv. He did not 
anticipate any trouble in getting people to 
accept the new coms, and he was of opinion 
that those crossing and recrossing the border 
frequently would quickly get to~using both 
coinages indiscriminately. 

In anticipation of misundersgtanding and 
misrepresentation, the change had beee con- 
sidered very carefully. There was no use in 
sounding the alarm trumpet about every 
change that was made. If ever there came a 
financial panic in the Free State, it would 
be caused, not by anything that the Govern- 
ment ‘might do, but by the people who were 
always looking for the Executive Council to 
do something rash and unjustifiable. 
Captain Kedmond asked had any arrange- 
ment been come to so that the coinage would 
be accepted in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. 
Mr. Blythe—Certainly not. 
The second reading was agreed to, with 
Major Cooper alone dissenting, and the Com- 
mittee stage was fixed for Wednesday next. 
PILOTAGE BILL. 
On the Committee stage of the Pilotage 
Order Confirmation Bill, 1925, Mr. Johnson 
said that the pension scheme proposed would 
give pilots who would retire within the next 
few years a pension of about £100 a year. 
The present pensioners, some eight in num- 
ber, who had given 350 or 40 years’ service to 
the Port of Dublin, were in receipt gf only 
£55 a year, and he asked that they bé placed 
in a similar position as regards pension to 
those who would benefit under the proposed 
scheme. 
Major Bryan Cooper supported Deputy 
Johnson’s suggestion, on the grounds that 
since these pensions were granted the value 
of money had greatly dec ' 
Mr. Davin also appeáled for an. increased 
nsion for these eight men, who had given 
a and faithful service to the port. 
The Speaker—What does Deputy Hewat, 
as a member of the Port and Docks Board, 
say to that? 
Mr. McGilligan said that he was afraid that 
the bill would not give Deputy Johnson a 
peg on which to hang his case. 
Progress was reported, and the Committee 
stage was adjourned until Tuesday next. 
The House will meet again at 3 o'clock tó- 
day.

said, would come into operation after twenty: 
one days from hat date unless annulled. It 
was an Order of great importance, in that it 
covered the whole ground of Jocal administra- 
tion—road work, method. of raising rates, and 
all matters connected therewith in full detail. 
He called attention first to Article 3 of the 
Order, in which ther Minister took power to 
assent to any departure from the requirements 
of the Order. That seemed to mean that the 
Minister would be able to change the Order 
whenever he wished. He would suggest that 
an Article of that kind, if tested, might be 
judged to be ultra vires, 

The Order included in appendices a great 
number of forms. With regard to one of 
these forms, a rates demand note, he was in- 
formed that the new form meant four times 
as much work as that entailed by the old 
iorm.. It provided for the division of the 
amount demanded in every instance into pro- 
portions under ten heads. He himself re- 
ceived about 150 demand notes, and-one of 
these referred to a valuation of three shillings. 
If the rate were ten shillings in the pound, an 
amount of one and sixpence demanded on that 
form would have to be separated under ten 
heads, and shown, perhaps, to. fractions of a 
penny as apportioned to roads, public health, 
and so on. That had to be done by temporary 
clerks engaged for the purpose, and not in all 
cases very dexterous at figures. 

Sir John Keane went on to criticise in 
detail the forms set out for the keeping of 
accounts relating to "road work, and suggested 
that one county might be cut right out of all 
the regulations governing the accounts of 
public ‘bodies and made the ‘subject of an ex- 
periment, trained accountants being put in to 
devise the simplest and best methods of 
accounting. 

Colonel Moore seconded the motion, 


WORTH THE TROUBLE. 


Mr. Bennett said that what was wanted was 
a statement of accounts that would be under- 


stood by the man-in-the-street, It would 
involve extra labour on the clerks in the 
county councils and other public bodies 
but the extra trouble would be more than

that the Minister for Lands and Agriculture 
be requested to, take steps to ensure the 
immediate settlement of the claims of Free 
State citizens whose stock was slaughtered 
owing to this cause in the outbreak of 1923.’’ 

He said that the owners of cattle which 
were slaughtered on landing at English 
ports, although perfectly free Fan disease of 
any kind, were thereby subjected to ‘great 
injustice, especially when they received no 
compensation for the loss thus involved. He 
wished that something should be done to 
remove that menace. ‘To the Slaughter Order 
was to be attributed the falling off in the 
export of cattle from Ireland during the last 
twelve months. 

Exporters were very particular about the 
quantity of cattle that they took across the 
Channel, for they felt that it was very unfair 
to them to have their cattle detained at 
the British ports and afterwards slaughtered, 
although they were free from disease. ‘lhe 
Irish Cattle Trade Association suggested that 
the Irish Govrenment should be responsible 
for all Irish live stock landed in Creat 
Britain until they were passed as sound, and 
then, after detention for ten hours, that the 
British Government should be responsible if 
the stock were held up for any other reason. 

It had been said that the Free State 
Government could not interfere. 
agree with that. He could not believe that, 
if the Free State Minister, with the Minister 
for Northern Ireland, met the British 
Minister for Agriculture (who, fortunately, 
was an Irishman), with good-will, the three 
Governments could not arrive at an under- 
standing on the question of compensation. 

Mr. Sa oh O'Connor seconded the motion, 
and reminded the House that Mr. Hill, an 
official of. the British Department, had 
recently declared publicly his belief that al! 
the cattle disease had come from France. 

WHAT GOVERNMENT COULD DO. 

The Earl of Kerry said that the Free State 
Government, if it made itself responsible for 
the amount of the loss, surely could extracé 
it from the British hohúfaghas ce aítérwárds. 
At all events, it appeared that the indivi- 
duals concerned hi to be imdemnified im- 
mediately. 

Dr. Gogarty said that insurance’ companies 
charged 3s. 6d. per beast for the risk and 
insured only up to 60 per. cent, of the value, 
the companies themselves in practice de- 
ciding the value. 

Sir Nugent Everard said that this was 
clearly a case in which North and South 
could make common cause. 

The Earl of Mayo said that he would see 
Colonel Guinness, the’ British Minister, and 
ask him what he was going to do about it; 
and, in the event of the answer being unsatis- 
factory, he (Lord Mayo) would raise the 
question in the House of Lords, 

The Right Hon. Andrew Jameson said that 
when £4,000,000 had been pes by the British 
Government to the agriculturists in England 
whose cattle had been slaughtered, it seemed 
extraordinary that Irish exporters whose 
cattle had been slaughtered in British ports 
for the sake of British agriculturists should 
be left looking for their money. Compensa- 
tion for these people seemed in equity to be 
a fair charge against the British Gevernment. 

Ihe Minister for ‘Agriculture said that the 
British Government had refused to pay com- 


pensation for cattle slaughtered at the 
landing places. The Irish Ministries 
were liable for compensation only 
for cattle slaughtered in freland. 


The only period not covered by compensa- 
tion at present was the period of detention— 
ten hours—at. the landing places. 

The Free State Ministry had been in touch 
with the Northern Government, who saw 
absolutely eye to eye with them. They had 
put the proposition twice to the. british 
Government, and twice bad been refused. 
They had gone further—vrather against his 
own feeling, and he knew that there had 
been considerable searchings of heart in the 
North about it since—and had said, ** Will 
you pay if we prove, in fact, that the in- 
fection did not come’ from Ireland?!’’ Still 
the British Government refused. He hardly 
knew whether he was glad or sorry that they 
refused; for such a proposition might be ex- 
tended in a way they would not like. They 
had to be extremely’ careful not tó do any- 
thing by Government action that would 
establish a precedent. 


CAUSE OF DECLINE IN EXPORTS. 

It had been emphasised that the sum in 
question was small, though important to the 
people affected. Besides the three Govern- 
ments, there was a fourth party concerned 
in this matter—the cattle trade. Mr. 
Counthan’s suggestion that the uncertainty 
due to the rmsk that cattle might be 
slaughtered at the ports without compensa- 
tion, which was a cause of the large fall in 
cattle exports last year, was quite out of 
contact with realities. 

A sum of £5,000 would cover the. risks 
under that head for a period of twenty ears, 
The total loss in the instance under notice 
was about £4,000; half the cattle slaughtered 
belonged to owners in ‘the ‘North, and half 
to. people in the Free State; and £2,500 
would cover the amount of loss by Free State 
people. . A capital’ sum of £10,000 would 
make an absolutely safe insurance for twenty 
or thirty years, and the interest would keep 
it going for the rest of time. He did not 
s gest that cattle should be insured, but 
that the organised cattle trade should put up 
a lump sum that would cover these losses 
over a long period. 

From the point of view of the cattle trade 
as a whole, and taxpayers in general, it 
would be mest unfortunate if, for the sake 
of the small sum involved, they should estab- 
lish a precedent that would enable the 
British Ministry of Agriculture to put up a 
proposal, perhaps, in a year’s time, that the 
Free State Government should pay for live 
stock slaughtered in England, and to say— 
“ You opered the door before.” To obtain 
payment now from the British Government 
might get them out of a temporary difficulty 
at the risk of landing them in a permancnt 
difficulty. 

GRANT SUGGESTED. 
Mr. Jameson said that they all - felt 
sympathy with the hard case of the people 
who, as the Minister admitted, in some in- 
stances had been “ broke”’ by the loss of 
their cattle in 19253. He suggested that the 
Free State Government should make an 
ex gratea grant in those cases, on the dis- 
tinct understanding that nothing of the kind 
should be repeated. For the sake of the 
four or five thousand pounds, it was not de- 
sirable to raise international questions. 
Future cases could be dealt with by in- 
surance, as the Minister suggested. 
Mr. J..G. Douglas said that if the cattle 
trade undertook to look after the future, it 
would be easier for the Minister to deal with 
the past.

In the case of dwelling houses in which the 
rateable value exceeds £52 the Act is con- 
tinued until Ist November, 1926; in the case 
of houses above £26 arid not exceeding £52 
the Act is continued until 1st May, 1928, and 
in the case of the smaller class of houses 
until Ist May, 1930, so that in the absence 
of fresh legislation all dwelling houses in 
Northern Ireland will be free from Rent 
Restrictions on lat May, 1930.

stable institutions and complete economic 
steadiness. The strain which came upon | 
the social structure of al] the belligerant 
nations after the war told heavily, there- 
fore, on Italy... To consolidate her new 
position she needed relief from obligations 
which would: have weighed more lightly 
on a nation of long-accumulated might and 
large resources of. wealth. . This considera- 
tion inglined Britain to deal generously 
with her debtor. America, aloof from 
Europe's ‘difficulties, ‘already had proved 
‘somewhat lacking in liberality, and Count 
Volpi, no doubt, -represented to Mr. 
Churchill a strong case for remission of 
part of the burden of debt to England. 


both parties imply, in effect, the remission 
of more than half of Italy’s indebtedness 
and the. waiving of interest, Italy is 
asked—and. agrees—to pay to Britain a 
total sum of ' £277,000,000, and paymenté 
will be extended “over sixty years.

British policy requires, and seeks 
above all else, the resteration of stability 
in Europe. and the. resumption of the 
accustomed flow of internationa] commerce, 
It was with gladness that. an Irish settle- 
ment was ‘reached at the cost of the re- 
mission of monetary claims, and it is with 
satisfaction that England will greet an 
Italian settlement,. although made at the 
cost of £333,000,000 of debt, and £25,000,000 
per annum of interest... Now that Italy, 
like, the Irish Free State, has a clear 
financial sheet and no debts outstand- 
ing and undefined, she will be able to 
enter the money market and seek a loan 
with which to undertake large measures 
of national development, An Italian loan 
probably will be floated in London, and 
the money obtained will be spent largely 
in England, which can supply the railway 
rolling-stock and the ships, of which Italy 
stands in need. <A considerable stimulus 
to British industry thus is likely to result 
directly from this week’s happy financial 
agreement ; but the uprise of a progressive 
and prosperous Italy, by contributing 
largely to the recovery of all Europe, 
will be Britain’s most important gain.

The old chronicle of Wace 
tells that Arthur “desired to be crowned 
king in Caerleon, because it. was. rich 
beyond other cities, and marvellously 
pleasant and fair. Pilgrims told in 
those days that the mansions of Caerleon 
were more desirable than the palaces of 
Rome. On one side of the town flowed the 
clear Usk, whilst on the other spread a 
thick forest.

TOO MANY TIES. 


FINANCIAL REASONS AGAINST 
SCOTTISH INNOVATION. 

An amusing discussion took place when the 
representative students of the four Scottish 
Universities, at. their annual conference at 
Aberdeen yesterday, defeated a motion by Bt, 
Andrews’ delegates that a Scottish inter- 
University tie be instituted. 

Mr. W. M. Clyde, President of St. Andrews’ 
Students’ Representative Council, said that 
they should give a lead to England in the 
matter. . He believed that at Oxford societies 
were often formed for the sole purpose of 
selecting a new tie. Clinching his. argument, 
he-said that such a scheme would have the 
additional advantage of enabling them to 
borrow one another’s neckwear. 

Mr. A. Ross, Edinburgh, had the support 
of the Aberdeen delegates in moving a direct 
negative to the institution of such a tie, on 
the ground of the financial difficulties oí 
students in buying any more ties, of which 
already there was a plethora. They might as 
well suggest, he said, that every Scotsman 
who went abroad should wear a. kilt to show 
his nationality. 

Pleas that a common inter-University tie 
would. be the outward and visible sign of the 
inward grace of unity, were unavailing. 


BRITISH AGRICULTURE. 


VALUE OF A NATIONAL 
POLICY. 


Speaking in. London . last night, Lord 
Bledisloe, - Parliamentary Secretary to ' the 
Ministry of Agriculture, said that the main 
‘objects of a national policy for British agricul- 
turewere the maintenance of our rural popula- 
tion, ‘national stability, adequate supplies of 
home-grown food, and Empire settlement with 
persons of the British race. In his view, the 
true solution of the agricultural problem 
would best be found by looking to those 
countries abroad which had ousted British 
agricultural products from British markets, 
and whose agricultural population was . more 
prosperous. 

It was suggested that farmers should get 
security of tenure, but every farmer who 
deserved security of tenure had it, and the 
rest ought not to have it. What benefit would 
the abolition of landowners and the national- 
isation of land bring to the agricultural popu- 
lation? Under the Government machine 
there would be no philanthropic consideration 
for illness or bad luck; no remission of rents 
in times of depression.

INADEQUATE PROTECTION. 


Complaint was made at the annual meeting 
of the Salmon Anglers’ Association (Dublin 
District), held at 5 Inns quay, Dublin, last 
night, by Mr. Albert E. Woodnutt, Secretary, 
of the inadequacy of the protection afforded. 
Only one small row boat was used by the 
Liffey Board of Fishery Conservators, he said, 
to protect 70 miles of salmon fishing seabeard 
at the estuary of the Liffey. 

Mr. Woodnutt suggested that the attention

AN IRISH STUDENT'"S 
IMPRESSIONS.

“We do not need to be taught anything 
about farming in this country,  observed Mr. 
E. Hussey, in.the course of an address entitled. 
“Six Months 6n a “Danish College Farm,” 
which he délivered before the Universit 
‘College, Dublin, Agriculttiral Society at 
St. Stephen’s Green last night. 

What he intended to do, he said, was to 


ee an impression of Danish farming ag seep), 


vom an. agricultural college. What /streue 


}him most was the enthusiasm of the students, 


This was almost a, national characteristic, | 
which extended to’ their amusements. Orders 
being given in as few words ‘as possible, 
students were taught self-reliance and the use 
of their own intelligence in situations of 
difficulty. 

It was typical of Denmark that students 
and workmen maintained a steady pace with- 
out any intervals for rest or smoking, even 
when not under close observation. 

Swimming, he said, was their sport) par 
excellence, Everybody swam, and, for the 
first time in his life, he saw a farm labourer 
taking his daily dip. He thought that they 
in Ireland might adopt some of the Danish 
agricultural schemes with advantage, altered 
to their own needs. Out of better farming 
and marketing methods resulted better living 
and higher morality. There was less tempta- 
tion to steal if they had sufficient themselves, 

HATS OFF TO THE DANE. 

A further advantage of Denmark which was 
denied to Ireland was ‘the subservience of all 
outside interests to agriculture, Each man 
felt, himself a factor in the machine of agricul- 
tural production. This spirit, he was con- 
vinced, was a strong factor in the intense 
patriotism which coloured their every action. 

He did not think that we needed any lessons 
in agriculture from Denmark. It was an 
insult to. Irish farmers to suggest it; but in 
matters of organisation, and what, might be 
termed the economic side of the industry, they 
must take their hats off to:the Danes. It was 
to such causes as these that the Danes owed 
their superiority. It was, however, to educa- 
tion thatathe whole credit was due. Without 
its elevating effects; co-operation and organi- 
sation ould fight, and would continue to 
fight, a losing battle. It was by its aid that 
the schemes and methods advocated by science 
and ‘experience could. be carried into effect, 
for even if Danish farmers had not sufficient 
vision to understand their “working, at least 
they had ‘sufficient intelligence to realise their 
own ignorance. 

The more that one learnt of Denmark, the 
more one realised that education was the 
basis of all progress, and that it was educa- 
tion that had placed her on her present 
pinnacle. 

THE LACK OF PROPER TRANSPORT. 

Mr. F. Morgan Good, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to the lecturer, said that he held 
that there was.no country in the world with 
such excellent schools and institutions as 
Ifeland. The Department of Agriculture had 
done some wonderful work, but it could only 
go & certain distance. They had not here 
what would help the farmer more than any- 
thing else—that was proper transport. . 

Mr. T. Ward, who seconded, said that in 
his opinion the two great factors that secured 
success for the Danes were education and 
organisatioh. At the same time, he believed 
that Ireland had made good progress as re- 
gards agricultural education... They had 
winter agricultural classes in ss | county. 
These. had yielded excellent results. 
could not see how they could have had a less 
‘expensive systent of agricultural instruction 
in operation. *There. was, however, still a 
lot of groúnd to be made up. They were not 
spending enough in this country on agricul- 
tural éducation. If they could get the people 
of. the Free State to put agriculture on a 
sound basis they might expect to make greater 


progress, É& "

THE EDUCATION OF THE FARMER. 
Professor Drew, in putting the motion, 
which was adopted, said that there were 
many things that they could learn from Den- 
mark. . The education of .the-farmer here was 
a much more complex problem than in Den- 
mark,’ ' The education . of ‘the drish “farmer 
generally ran along three main channels. He 
miust have a good knowledge of practical 
agriculture; he. must be. competent and 
efficient in-the handling and management of 
implements and machinery; he must be com- 
petent in the feeding and care of different 
classes of farm stock.

GRADUAL IMPROVEMENT. 


In some industries, said Mr. Baldwin, the 
improvement had been helped by the coal 
subsidy, and it was impossible to say yet 
whether that help would have more than a 
temporary effect. He was told that Sheffield 
had started this year with better prospects 
than at any time is the last four years. In 
Lancashire, too, there was more hope, based 
upon reason. Since the imposition of the silk 
duties no fewer than fifty new companies had 
been registered in Great Brithin. any Con- 
tinental concerns were building: factories in 
our country, so that, next to the United 
States of America, we weré still the largest 
producers of artificial silk. 

Abroad’ the symptoms were more favour- 
able than they had been since the war. The 
process of funding. debts and the stabilisation 
of currencies were helping’ tiiade. Canada 
had had a greater harvest, their spending 
power was increased, ‘their mining industry 
was flourishing, afl we might look for in- 
creased trade in that quarter, The same held 
good with regard to Australia and India. 
Even in China trade showed a remarkable 
resiliency, though development could not be 
hoped for until more settled conditions were 
reached, ! 

The North-East, coast of England had been 
through one®of the gravest periods of de- 
pression ever experienced. “The depression in 
the shipping industry was unparalleled. He 
wished ‘he conld say that they were through 
their troubles, or d be through them in 
“the immediate-futué@. He still feared that 
the .recovery which would come would be 
slow. He admired the courage which. the 
North-East coast had showh “in facing its 
difficulties. It had ben an example 
to the whole country. They had 
confronted the difticulties facing 
the trade—masters and. men together, 
and there was little fear for the future of 
British industry” if other’ industries would 
take a leaf out of their book. -He urged 
employers and trade union leaders to. study 
conditions in the United States, and the 
methods: adopted “there, which enabled 
American workmen to enjoy a high standard 
of living and to produce more, There was 
more ‘to be learned from such a study than 
could’ be. learned by: studying conditions in 
Moscaw. 

With regard to the coal industry, he 
‘appealed to those who had the destinies of 
} that great trade in their hands not to play 
fast and -loute wifh the émployment of men 
‘In dependent trades. He asked them” hot 
lightly to inflict further devastating losses 
upon other industries, and, in passing, he 
expressed satisfaction, as a convinced 
pacifist in industry, with the very wise de- 
cision come to at the last moment by the 
railwaymen. . 

ELECTRICITY SCHEME. 

Referring to the Government's electricity 
scheme, Mr. Baldwin said that the merits 
and difficulties of an electrical scheme must 
depend more on its detailed application than 
on the novelty of its principles, and he re- 
peated the caution that, while cheaper and 
more abundant electricity were%admirable in 
themselves and, indeed, necessary, they 
would not alone restore good trade or give 
industrial peace. He believed that the de- 
velopment of electricity would be of immense 
benefit, both to agriculture and to people 
living in the country districts. 

In regard to housing, the Government were 
busily preparing to attack the problem of 
the slums. The Cabinet were examining all 
the manifold aspects of this question, and 
were confident that they would be able to 
make a real contribution to domestic decency 
and happiness. Referring to education, he 
said that the Government has progressively 
fulfilled the programme which he laid down 
in his election address, . 

He had great hopes of the results of the 
work. of the Food Council, and he trusted 
that in time it might be possible for that 
Council to cover a very wide field in the 
matter of food supplies and food products. 

POOR LAW REFORM. 

Speaking of the reform of the Poor Law, 
which he hoped would come up next year, 
he said that in any proposals which they 
might have to make they wanted to im- 
prove the health of the people and the con- 
trol of public expenditure. If the Guardians 
were abolished, the members of those bodies 
could give their services elsewhere. - The 
existence of an ad hoc body, elected for one 
purpose only, was an anachronism to-day. 
County Councils and municipal bodies ought 
to be given the power of controlling their 
own finances, and of exercising an undivided 
sway in the direction of the public health 
services. 

In conclusion, Mr. Baldwin said that the 
Government ha? c-t four years to work in, 
and he believed that it was being more and 
more realised in the country at large, at 
home and abroad, that the ‘Government 
meant to get on with their task, that they 
were studying the needs of the nation, with- 
out regard to parity as a whole; that they 
would not bow «own to vested interests, 
high or low; that they had one object, and 
one object alone, before them, and that was 
the permanent. welfare of the land they all 
loved. 

DEMOCRACY ON TRIAL. 

riser dy at an overflow meeting in an 
adjoining hall, Mr. Baldwin said that demp- 
cracy had never been tried in modern tinfes 
as it was being tried to-day. It was a yery 
difficult, thing for democracy to hold togéther 
an Empire. We were embarking upon gne of 
the greadéest and most heroic adventures that 
any nation had’ ever entered upon since the 
world began: it was to be worthy of that 
enterprise that they had to strive. He 
believed that if the people faced their diffi- 
culties we should win through, and that those 
whe lived to see a generation completed after 
the finish of the war would see a better, 
happier, and more hopeful England than we 
had with us to-day, an England which would 
be.a jumping-off ground for the next genera- 
tion to reach something still higher in the 
scale of civilisation.

2RN’S WAVE LENGTH 


NO CLASHING WITH 
BOURNEMOUTH.

Major Bryan Cooper asked the Minister 
for Posts and Telegraphs in Dail Eireann 
yesterday whether the wave length of the 
Dublin Broadcasting Station was fixed by the 
International Radio Bureau at Geneva, and 
whether any representations were made to 
that Bureau in order to avoid the danger of 
‘clashing with Hamburg and Bournemouth. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh replied—Presumably the 
deputy’s question refers to the Union Inter- 
nationale de MRadiophonie, a _ voluntary 
association of European broadcasting enter- 
prises having, so far as am aware, no 
plenary powers. The Irish Free State broad. 
casting service is not at present a member 
of the association. The allocation of wave 
lengths to radio stations is a matter for the 
Governments of the various countries, and, 
unless the Governments concerned agree to 
enforce proposals that may reach them from 
the Union Internationale, difficulties are 
likely to arise in carrying out any changes 
the Union may consider advisable. 

The wave length of the Dublin Broadcast- 
ing Station, which was settled by this 
Administration in connection with the British 
Administration, does not clash with Bourne- 
mouth’s wave length. It will be realised that 
if Bournemouth caused serious trouble to 
Dublin listeners, then equally Dublin signals, 
which are quite strong over the South of 
England, would cause serious trouble to 
Bournemouth listeners, (Laughter.) Such 
trouble does not exist. As to Hamburg, I 
cannot speak with authority. I understand 
its wave length is 392 metres, but I have 
no official information on the point. 

We have received reports from different 
parts of Ireland that no difficulty has been 
experienced in tuning in Dublin free from 
Hamburg’s signals. (Laughter.) 

In reply to another question by Major 
Cooper, the Minister said that a bill for the 
control of wireless and broadcasting, which 
It was proposed to present to the Oireachtas 
in the very near future, would contain pro- 
vision for the setting up of an Advisory 
Committee to advise and assist in framing 
suitable ag Cia Pending the passing 
of the bill, he was not in a position to give 
any information as to the personel of the 
Committee, save that it would include 
members nominated by the Minister for Edu- 
cation and by the Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture.

APPROVER DESCRIBES A 
BURGLARY. 


Thomas Driscoll, James Driscoll, Thomas 
Lawlor, James Murphy, William Joy, John 
Fennix and Patrick Kearney, all of Ballin- 
orig Causeway, North Kerry, were returned 
for trial yesterday by District Justice John- 
son, at Tralee, on charges of burglary at 
Ballyheigue, attacking the dwelling of William 
Fitzelle, a farmer, at Toherbane, firing at him 
with intent.to murder, and conspiring to rob 
him. A further charge was ceed of con- 
spiring to rob Guard Carrol, Union ‘quay 
Barracks, Cork, while home on Christmas 
holidays at Ballinorig, and another charge 
was that of administering an unlawful oath. 

The evidence of James Keating, whose story 
of the doings of what. he termed, “the 
gang, in that district, created great sur- 
prise in Tralee on Tuesday, was continued 
yesterday, 

He described how the burglary at Harty’s 
drapery establishment on the 28th December 
was planned and carried out, and how the 
gang of six, of which he was one, divided the 
loot into three parts, and buried it, so that 
if one parcel was found the others would not 
be discovered. After that burglary he went 
to the Civic Guard station at Abbovdetnen: 
and told the Guards about that and the other 
cases, after which the accused men were 
arrested. 

In cross-examination by Mr. King, for some 
of the accused, he admitted that he joined 
the Munster Regiment in 1915, afterwards the 
Royal Engineers, and then the King’s Liver- 
pool Regiment. In 1918 he deserted from 
the Munster Regiment, was discharged from 
the Royal Engineers, got 21 days for desert- 
ing from the Munsters, and was dempbilised 
from the King’s Liverpool Regiment in 1920 
as medically unfit. He denied having de- 
serted his wife and child, and said that he 
got the overcoat and boots which he was 
wearing from the Civic Guards. 

In reply to Mr. Quinnell, he said that he 
went into the employment of Murphy (one 
of the accused) as a labourer, and not as a 


At the conclusion of the evidence for the 
prosecution, Mr. Browne, solicitor for some 
of the accused, said that he proposed to go 
into evidence for the defence in Kearney’s 
case. 

The justice said that he would remand all 
the accused until Monday next.

O'Connor, Austin 
Linnane and Patrick Conwayr—were 
arrested and charged with the crime. At 
yesterday's hearing of the case informa- 
tions were refused in the case of Linnane, 
The other two. men have been sent for 
trial. 


“TO CLEAR HIMSELF.” 


PRISONER DESCRIBES 
SHOOTING. 


When -the -hearing oí the: charge against 
Conway was resumed yesterday, Detective 
Sergeant Conroy stated that at 10.50 that 
morning he received a message that the 
accused man desired to see him. Conway was 
brought to the detective office, where he said 
that he wanted to make a statement to clear 
himself. He was warned that he was under 
arrest and that he should be careful, as any 
statement that he made might be used in 
evidence against him. After this caution he 
made ard signed the following statement :— 

“1 (Patrick Conway) wish to make a state- 
mient to clear myself, and was brought into 
the murder by threat and fear. I was refusing 
all the time, apd I was told I'd never stir 
out of the spot if I did not go. ‘You wont 
go,’ says Andy Cornell. I said I wouldn t. 
‘Show me your handkerchief,’ says John 
O'Connor. He took off my cap and says. 
‘Put your back there to the wall. Come or, 
Andy, says he, “you're a long time watchi 


using a foul expression, says then, “When we 
were lying by the hills you were:in bed. Come 
on, now; there is only one word for it, will 
you go or will you stop?” Then I started to 
cry, and said I would. I said, and us going 
(John O’Connor, Andy Connell, Skerrit Con- 
nell and myself), I'll never fire a shot. ‘The 
devil may care,’ says Andy Connell, ' but 
you'll go anyway.’ 

“Then me and John O'Connor went to 
Denis Rabbit’s for the gun, and we came back 
with it. The two Connells and O’Connor took 
charge of the gun, and I went home. Just 
before we parted, Andy Connell said, ‘ Be say- 
ing your prayers for to-morrow night if you: 
arent going to come.” I was just nearly 
going in my own gate when he said the word 
to me. I made no answer, so he pulled a 
revolver up out oí his pocket and says, ‘ Come 
out here, you you, and make answer.’ 
Then I said, ‘I suppose I will.” He says, 
‘Don’t be suppdsing at all; you'll have to.’ 
“That's right, Andy,’ says O'Connor, ‘ You 
was always a soldier before that that’s 
gone in came up.” That was all that night. 

“On Monday night, the night of the mur- 
der, after we coming back from O’Donoghup’s 
pub, 1 went off as far as my own house fad 
gs out his bicycle to Linnane. After gMing 

im his bicycle I walked out from my own 
house again. I had an agreement made with 
(O'Connor to meet him between the two little 
hills near my own house. I met him, and we 


the two Connell’s were inside in the car-house, 
‘Ah, you , you had to come,’ says Andy 
Connell, ‘Take this gun out of my hand.’ I 
took the gun from Connell, but I said, ‘I’m 
taking the gun, Andy, but I'll never fire a 
shot.” ‘I don't give a damn,’ says Connell, 
“bus you'll go anyway.’ > 1 said nothing, so he 
told. me to step out in front of him, and when 
we came out on the public road he kept me 
about six paces in front. 

When the two Connells, O'Connor and 
ogee got to the gate of Burns s land Connell! 
told me to run, and | kept running im front 
of them all the time until we came about 
opposite the graveyard, about 100 yards 
down. Andy Connell then said: ‘* Beiore we 
commit this murder, we'll have to settle 
Conway.” I said: “ I don't give a damn, [:l 
never fire a shot.” Andy Connell had a rifle, 
and the rest of us a shot gun each. 

“ And you. won't, fire, Conway?” says Andy 
Connell. ‘* No,” says I, ‘‘ I'll never give in.” 
“Then,” says he to O'Connor, “ we'll have 
to swop guns.” ‘‘ Show me that shot gun,” 
says Conway, “and give that shot gun to a 
soldier that’s able to use it.” Then they put 
me sitting down by the wall, and says Andy 
Connell to O’Connor, “ Keep that - 
covered, meaning me. “ Oh, that will be all 
right,” says O'Connor. Then when the Guards 
passed two of the fellows fired together. 
“1 have another shot anyway,’ says Andy 
Connell, snapping the rifle out of my hand 
and throwing down his gun. ‘‘ This will get 
him quicker,” says he, meaning the fellow 
going off on the bicycle. I could not swear 
whether it was one or two shots he fired. it 
was all over then, an@ O'Connor rose up and 
looked out across the wall. ‘‘ Begad,’’ says 
he, ‘‘ we have the wrong man got, and the 
other —— Mac is gone.” ‘‘ We aren't 
troubled anyway, says Andy Connell, “ we 
have a man for our trouble, that’s all.’’ 

Then, before we parted, we took the same 
route back again. The two Connells went off 
home and took their two guns with them, 
and me and O'Connor went away. I suppose 
it would be about 12 o’clock.’’ 

At the close of this deposition Patrick 
Conway said that he had no statement to 
make, and he was returned for trial to the 
next Central Criminal Court. 

The third of the accused men, Austin 
Linnane, was discharged, as District Justice 
Gleeson said that a prima facie case had not 
been made out aganst him. 

There are now two prisoners, John O’Connor 
and Patrick Conway, committed for trial in 
connection with the murder of the Guard.

CLAIMS. 


‘Mack Trucks Famous Players. 


JUDGE ON CRUELTY TO 
ANIMALS. 


For over a week past, additional Circuit 
Court Judge Bernard Roche has been sitting 
at Roscommon County Courthouse hearing 
claims under the Damage to Property Act, 
1923, and the Malicious Injuries Act. 


The claims under the Malicious Injuries 1 


Acts are directed against the County Council. 
_ Those under the Damage to Property Act 
in the County of Roscommon include seizures 
and ‘“‘commandeering’’ of goods of every 
kind—tobacco, cigarettes, clothing, spirits, 
foodstuffs, and money in considerable amounts. 
Compensation for the destruction by fire of 
goods seized on railway trains, and even of 
Wagons, as t of the Republican campaign 
during the cott of British and North of 
lrelacd manufactures, forms quite a large 
part of the claims heard by Judge Roche. 


Under the Malicious Injuries Acts there 
were several claims for damage to cattle, 
horses and sheep, alleged to have been oom- 
mitted by people who wanted the lard held by 
the owners of the cattle, etc., to be divided 
up. 

In one case a yearling filly was killed and 
its entrails were torn out. In another case 
three cattle had been blinded—two in both 
eyes and one in one eve. 

In the latter case Judge Roche, in giving 
decrees, said, ‘‘I do not know what has come 
over this country at all, that people who 
desire land are not content to use what is con- 
sidered the ordinary constitutional methods of 
securing it, but that they must be guilty of 
this fiendish form of cruelty to dumb animals. 
If they could only be brought before the 
Court: and given a touch of the same thing 
themselvés by the application of the ‘ cat, 
it woyld be, perhaps, best way to stop this 
thing. lit makes one’s blood boil to think 
that anyone could be guilty of cruelty of this 
description.

HARBOURS, INQUIRY.

exporters, etc,, fully realise the present de- 
plorable condition of the Irish cattle industry. 
Our total: number of exports is dropping 
annually by many thousands, and we are 
slowly, but very surely, being driven out ol 
the British and Scottish market by Canada. 
The representatives of the agricultural and 
cattle industry in Canada have just started a 
new service of ships calculated to land, at the 
lowest estimate, at least 50,000 cattle 
more per annum than heretofofe in Great 
Britain. The new .ships are specially 
equipped for the British trade, and garry 
cattle on five separate decks. The first ol 
those vessels sailed this «we@ie for Glasgow, 
having no fewer than 1,168 ca tle}on board. 

Meanwhile, what is being done \by those in 

power in Ireland? We read of the Shannon 
scheme, the drainage of the River Barrow, 
a separate Medical Register, etc., but never 
of a direct move to cope with the vital 
question of our cattle industry. If matters 
are allowed to slide as at present in our 
main iudustry, it is, indeed, a gloomy out- 
look for this once prosperous country, and, 
personally, I believe that the time will not 
be far distant when Irish farming will be a 
dead-letter,—Y ours, etc..

NURSES AND uLOCAL- 
AUTHORITIES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srir,—My Committee thinks it desirable to 
warn nurses against taking up positions under 
local authorities until their appointments and 
salaries have been duly sanctioned by the 
Minister for Local Government. A case has 
recently come under our notice where the 
nurse was duly appointed at a certain salary 


aad bonus as advertised in the public Press. | 


The salary to be offered was reported on the 
minutes to the Ministry before the advertise- 
ment appeared, and no adverse or other com- 
ment was received by the local board. The nurse 
took up duty immediately after appointment, 
and apartments were provided, but she was paid 
no salary. After three months had elapsed 
the L.G.D. wrote, objecting to the remunera- 
tion, and stating that sanction would only be 
given to a salary of £20 lower than that 
advertised—this although no objection was 
raised when the advertisement was submitted 
before the appointment was made, The lotal 
board wishes to adhere ‘to the advertised 
salary, but the Ministry will not agree. 

Three months more have elapsed, and the 
nurse is now faced with the alternative of 
giving up the position after wasting six 
months, during which she might have been in 
another permanent post, or else accepting a 
remuneration considerably lower than she 
contracted for. It appears that legally she 
has no. redress for this breach of contract, 
since the appointment is not legally binding 
until sanctioned: hence our warning, so that 
other nurses may not be similarly misled. 
When appointed they should refuse to take 
up duty until sanctioned; otherwise they ran 
the risk of alteration (perhaps, i

London Maritime In- 
v ctment Company: for Mr. Horan had a 
conversation with Mr. Watson, the managing 
director, who advised him to go over to the 
hew company. Mr. Horan stated that he 
hac an interview with Mr. Davia Barry, who 
informed him that from that date he w-s in 
the service of Mr. Barry's company, 
and, added Mr. Horan—somewhat 
plaintively—in his evidence, “I accepted 
service; I no alternative.”’ The 
liquidator’s case was that, the claimant 
voluntarily left the service of the City of 
Dublin Steam Packet Company, either when 
the Government took over control in October, 
1917, or when the British and Irish Steamship 
Company took over the undertaking under 
their purchase @greement. The incontro- 
vertible fact was that the claimant was paid 
his salary by the City of Dublin Steam 
Facket Company for the last time on the 
28th October, 1917. Aftér that date he was 
paid continuously as by the Government. In 
the view lfis lordship took it was unnecessary 
to decide whether his connection with the 
City of Dublin Steam Packet Company ceased 
in 1917 or in 1919. His opinion was—if it 
was any satisfaction to the parties to know— 
that Mr. Horan was in the service of the 
Gevernment from October 24th, 1917, to Sep- 
tember 30th, 1919; that on that date he re- 
entered the service of the City of Dublin 
Steam Packet Company, and the next day 
the service of the British and Irish Steam- 
ship Company. He held that there was no 
wrongful dismissal by the City of Dublin 
Steam Packet Company.

MAN TO REMAIN IN PRISON. 
(BEFORE MA. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

The case of O'Reilly and Haines v. Murphy 
was listed to be mentioned. 

The defendant, William Murphy, of 
Skehard, Blackrock, County Cork, had been 
committed to prison for contempt of court 
for disobedience of an injunction made against 
him in the Dail Eireann Court, — in 
an action brought by Margaret O'Reilly 
and Charles Haines, restraining him from 
removing sand and gravel from the lands of 
Ballinlough, Co. Cork, the property of the 
laintiffs, The order was made on the 15th 
eg, 1924, and the writ of attachment was 
issued against him on the 10th August, 1926, 
by Mr. Justice Hanna. A week ago the case 
came on again, the Governor of the prison 
having reported that the prisoner was ill in 


hospital, and was not likely to improve in 


health, and the casé was adjourned until 
yesterday in order to ascertain if the de- 
fendant would give an undertaking that he 
would not cart or touch any more of this sand 
or gravel. It now mg! that he had 
declined to give the undeftaking.

Mr. Flynn (Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce) said that it would meet the wishes 
of the Minister, who was very keen about the 
matter.

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CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT, 
MIDNIGHT QUARREL. 


WIFE AND DAUGHTER GUILTY 
OF MANSLAUGHTER. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

Indicted for the murder of an = man 
hamed William Power, Mary Power, his wife, 
and Ellen Gavan, his daughter, who belong 
to the itinerant class, were found guilty of 
manslaughter, with a recommendation to 
mercy, and wete put back for sentence. 
Laurence Gavan, the old man’s son-in-law, 
was also charged, but when the case for the 
prosecution closed the judge ordered his 
release on the ground that there was no 
evidence to connect him with the crime. . 

The crime was committed at about mid- 
night on June 30-31 last at Corcoran s field, 
which is off the high road between Castle- 
knock and Blanchardstown, Co. Dublin. 

Mr. Carrigan, Senior State Counsel, told 
the jury that towards the end of June the old 
man had not been regularly in the EC 
of the prisoners and his grandchildren. They 
were travelling more or less apart from him. 
It would be proved, however, that they were 
together oft this night and that a quarrel took 
place. Three days later old Power was found 
dead in a field. His throat was cut; his 
stomach had been slashed with a razor, and 
he was almost disembowelled. 

John Leonard, Chatham road, Dublin, 
deposed to seeing the old man and the two 
women quarrelling on this evening on the road 
to Blanchardstown. The old man had a 
bandage on his head. ! 

A number of other witnesses gave evidence 
of seeing the parties in Corcoran's field. 
Francis Sweeney, Castleknock, said that he 
heard angry, high-pitched voices after mid- 
night, and next morning saw the old man’s 
donkey and cart on the road near Hawthorn 
Lodge. i 

According to the evidence of Dr. J. Cullen, 
Castleknock, the murdered man’s throat was 
cut from ear to ear, the gash penetrating to 
the tongue. There were also wounds in the 
intestines, The wounds could not have been 
self-inflicted. 

The finding of a broken blood-stained razor, 
a knife and a broken whip was deposed to by 
Sergeant Kavanagh, who stated that the 
wheat had been trampled down around the 
spot where the body was discovered in 
Corcoran s field. 

Sergeant O'Keeíe deposed to stopping the 
accused and guestioning them in Lucan. He 
noticed dark stains on Ellen Gawvan's skirt, 
and her explanation was that they were tar 
stains. When charged and cautioned at the 
Civic Guard barracks, the old woman (Mary 
Power) produced a handbill dealing with the 
purchase of rags, etc., and said: “T brought 
that bill out to give it to William Power, to 
that he would not swear false. as he id 
before. He did more than we did,” As she 
was passing the cell where her daughter, 
Ellen, was imprisoned she heard her singing 
and exclaimed: “ My God! Is it singing you 
are?” 

When Ellen Gavan was charged she stated 
that her father struck her mother with an ash- 
plant, and took out a razor and opened his 
clothing. She and her mother and the 
children then left him, because they were 
afraid. They did not see him after that.

DEMAND FOR BETTER 
POSTAL FACILITIES. 


PROTEST AT FERMOY URBAN 
COUNCIL. 

At the fortnightly meeting of the Fermoy 
Urban Council, Mr. J. Sheehan said that he 
wished to bring before the attention of the 
Council the question of the postal facilities 
between Fermoy and any important centre in 
the country. It was a matter which concerned 
business and professional men, as well as the 
entire community. At the present time 
pei'sons wishing to communicate with the City 
of Dublin could do so only oneé each day, 
and the same thing applied to the City of 
Cork, which was within an howr’s train 
journey from Fermoy. 

In pre-Treaty times they could post a letter 
up to 2.50 p.m., and it was delivered in 
Dublin or Cork on the same evening, but 
new it would have to wait until the following 
morning for delivery in either of these two 
cities. A letter posted in Fermoy up to 6.45 
p.in. would delivered in London on the 
following day at about mid-day, and it could 
be replied to that evening and the reply be 
received in Fermoy on the following afternoon. 

The Chairman (Mr. Walter Power) said 
that there ought to be a second delivery of 
letters from Fermoy to the places named. 

The Clerk was directed to communicate with 
the Minister. He pointed cut that a telephone 
connection to the waterworks would cost 
about £45 per vear, as against £25 under the 
old agreement with the British Post Office.

CONCESSIONS. 


RESIGNATIONS FROM THE 
BOARD. 


A cireular has been issued to the share- 
holders of the V.0.C. Holding Co., Ltd., 
signed by General Aranguren, Mr. Chester 
Beatty, Mr. Cull, Mr. Gulbenkian and Mr. 
Heyden, who have resigned from the Board 
of the company owing to the fact that they 
felt their position was an impossible one, 
because of the control which is exercised 
over the company’s affairs by the Royal 
Dutch Shell Group. : 

The circular points out that had certain 
advice, tendered by the Royal Dutch Shell 
Group in 1924 been acted upon, this would 
have resulted in a loss to the company of 
£877,940; or, as the circular puts it, the com- 
pany would have received from the Royal 
Dutch Shell Group for its oil the sum of 
£456,714, instead of £1,314,654. The figures 
are supported by a statement prepared by a 
well-known firm of chartered accountants. 

The retiring directors also point out that 
owing to rapidly increasing production, 
further arrangements must be entered: into 
for the disposal of the company’s oil, and 
that under the existing contract with the 
Royal Dutch Shell Group all the oil produced 
must be offered to that group. It is also 

inted out that it is essential that certain 
information should be available before such 
offer can be made. The retiring directors 
compalin that the necessary information has: 
been withheld from them, and, bearing in 
mind the disastrous results which would have 
followed had the advice of the group been 
acted on in 1924, they are not prepared to 
take the responsibility of accepting the 
advice now tendered by the group which is 
to sell the surplus production to them with- 
out the information they desire or indepen- 
dent. advice. 

The retiring directors state that notwith- 
standing their protests, a resolution has been 
passed on the vote of six directors, five of 
whom are nominees of the Royal Dutch Shell 
Group, offering the surplus production to 
the group until 1936 on the terms and con- 
ditions of a contract which was only in- 
tended to deal with the initial production of 
the company, and at best was only a com- 
promise made in the difficult circumstances

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REVIEW OF THE PAST YEAR. 
From Over CoRrRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Wednesday. 

The general meeting of shareholders in the 
Provincial Bank of Ireland, Limited, was held 
to-day at the office of the Compary, No. 8 
Throgmorton street, London, AC. Me. 
Richard Durant Trotter presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. Hume Robertson) read 
the notice convening the meeting, and also 
the report of the auditors. 

The Chairman said—You will, I hope, as 
usual, kindly take the report as read. 
(Agreed.) I regret to say that the close of the 
year 1925 is not marked by any return of 
industrial prosperity either in the Free State 
or in Northern Ireland. The bad harvest of 
1924 was followed by excellent results for the 
harvest. of 1925, but these were largely 
counteracted by the fall in the market of 
produce. We cannot say, therefore, that the 
position of the farming classes has materially 
improved, and thé general decline in deposits, 
to which 1 refer later, serves to emphasise 
this. Potatoes, for instance, realised about 
half the price for the previous year, and hay 
in many districts has been superabundant at 
prices which reflect pre-war rates, when the 
expenses of harvesting were greatly less. The 
oat crop was advautageously harvested in the 
Free State and Northern Ireland, but here, 
again, the price has been but moderately re- 
munerative to the grower. 

‘That these disappointirg conditions should 
follow upon the improved position of land 
tenure is unfortunate, especially as the Irish 
farmer has, happily, uot suffered like the 
agricultural community on this side of the 
Channel from drought at a critical period of 
the year, or from foot-ard-mouth disease in 
cattle, though many floeks were seriously de- 
pleted in certain counties in the Free State. 


LOCAL CATTLE TRADE. 

‘the English markets have been open all the 
year for Írish cattle, but the exports of live 
stock show a falling off in value for the past 
ten months of over 34 millions sterling, which 
indicates that our local cattle trade is not, for 
the time being, in a satisfactory state. There 
is as yet, however, no indication of increase 
in the numbers of live stock throughout the 
country, but if the export trade is to get back 
to its accustomed prosperity the demand for 
better transport arrangements will have to be 
met. 

Colonial and Continental importations of 
produce and live stock have largely provided 
the supplies for which the English markets in 
former years relied upon Ireland, and the 
problem of raising stock on a profitable basis 
and of affording the requisite encouragement 
to farmers to extend their tillage operations 
faces North and South alike. Efforts to 
develop the cultivation of flax have not met 
with success. and the acreage under this 
crop, which_rose to 143.000 in 1918, has fallen 
to about 50,000 acres; while the yield for 
1925 has probably not exceeded 6,000 tons, of 
indifferent quality, with prices largely below 
those. of 1924. ‘lhe prospect of assisting the linen 
trade by increased home production of flax 
has not become clearer, but resourceful 
activity is being showg_in the efforts of the 
trade to open up new markets. The joint 
application of the linen manufacturers ol 


Scotland and Ulster to obtain the protectiom® 


afforded by the provisions of the ~‘ Safe- 
guarding of Industries Act” against unfair 
foreign competition has now been presented 
to the Board of Trade. 

A successful outcome of this application 
would most likely result in a large diminution 
of the ranks of the unemployed in Northern 
Ireland, which have risen to a total of about 


> 
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NEW LEGISLAT§@N. 

The new legislation passed by the Free 
State, and now in operation, in regard to the 
marketing of some of our agricultural produ-e 
already promises to justify its inception and 
to ensure the resulis aimed at, and | hope 
continued enforcement of the Act will carry 
this success still further. We shall watch 
with interest the development of the beet- 
growing industry, which is now taking definite 
shape, and later in the year proba»ly one or 
more of the proposed iactories will be at 
work in the Free State. “The problems that 
confront agriculture. in the South are not 
greatly different from those which are seeking 
solution in the North, and there would seem 
to be no reason why the success achieved 
elsewhere by the beet sugar industry should 
not be repeated in Ireland by the aid of the 
Government subsidy, ,which is being made 
available to encourage its introduction. 

One would have thought that the dairying 
industry would have been fully reorganised 
before now, through the intluence of the many 
societies which have been working in its in- 
terest, but for some reason improvement is 
still needed in the standard of packing and 
grading the output. The home production is, 
however, now competing more  successfullly 
with the Colonial and foreign importations. 

DIMINUTION IN DEPOSITS. 

The decline in deposits of the Irish banks 
during the past year amounts to some 
millions, and this indicates clearly the trying 
times through which commerce and agricul- 
ture in Ireland, not’ less than in England,, 
have had to pass. Should there be a re-- 
vival of trade in England, as so many people 
expect, we would ne doubt soon see this re- 
flected in the general conditions throughout 
Ireland. Meanwhile the protective duties 
duties applied to certain industries in the 
Free State already give promise of a gratify- 
ing expahsion in the hdustries afiected. The 
fall of about 16; millions in the figures of the 
Irish bank clearings, and the continued 
growth of the adverse balance of Free State 
importations, as compared with exports, are 
further indications which combine with the 
disappointing traffic returns of the railways 
North and South, to show that the President 
has given us sound advice when he recom- 
mends hard work, and plenty of it, with 
mutual confidence, in order to overcome diffi- 
culties which at present obscure the position 
of the Free State and of most countries in 
Europe. While no sudden improvement in 
these conditions can be looked for, we share 
the expectation that returning confidence may 
probably come with the better feeling already 
exhibited by an increasing volume of trade 
between North and South. You will have 
noticed in the balance sheet that our figures 
mark a decline in many directions, but what 
I have mentioned as to the general state of 
trade in the Free State and throughout the 
North will explain this experience. 

_ THE BALANCE SHEET. 

Turning to the figures in the balance sheet. 
our figures are somewhat below the total of 
recent half years. Compared with a year ago, 
our reserve fund is higher by £20,000. Notes 
in circulation are slightly lower than at 
December last, though marking an increase 
on. the figures at June, 1925. Fluctuations 
in cash and in Treasury bills and investments 
leave us with the position not appreciably 
altered for the past six months. Our deposits 
for the year are lower by £917,000, and of 
this £409,000 has occurred since June last. 
Advances to customers and bills discounted 
are lower by £479,000, and you will have 
seen that the net profit available after pro- 
viding £10,000 for the grant made to the 
Officers’ Widows and Orphans’ Fund leaves 
a balance available of £93,800, out of which 
will be paid the dividend of 14} per cent. 
per annum, less income tax; and we are able 
to make the additions of £10,000 to the 
reserve fund, raising it to £560,000, and the 
£10,000 placed to credit of bank pre 
mises has practically provided for the special 
expenditures throughout the half-year. Apart 
from this we have no new feature to men- 
tion in connection with our business, All bad 
debts have been fully provided for, as usual, 
and that the sound position of the Bank has 
been maintained is indicated by the propor- 
tion of about 62 per cent. of liquid assets 
shown by the figures in the balance sheet. 

During the half-year we.have opened a 
branch at Dingle, County Kerry, and placed 
the sub-office at Coalisland on a permanent 
footing. We have also extended our ar. 
rangements with foreign agents, and opened 
up new connections, and are now in a posi- 
tion to meet more readily our customers’ 
requirements in respect of operations in 
foreign exchange in all parts of the world. 
Conditions are not yet sufficiently assured 
to enable us to re-open all our sub-branches, 
but [ am happy to say that progress is 
being made in this direction, and we ho 
as time goes by to find it practicable to 
restore fully the facilities previously provided 
for our customers at different points through- 
out the country.
